PROMINENT LAWYERS IN ATTENDANCE 


: T>. Hear the Argument Before the 


Supreme Court. 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF YESTERDAY. 


Argument of Counsel on Both Sides of 
the Case—Attorney General 
Taft’s Remarks. 


WasHInaton, November 9.—The United 
Biates supreme court chamber was crowded 
with distinguished members of the bar present 
to hear the argument in the celebratedgcase of 
Thomas Henry Cooper against the judge of 
the United States court for the district of 
Alaska, better known as the Sayward Behring 
gea sealeries case. Ex-Secretary Bayard and 
ex-Attorney General Garland, of President 
Cleveland’s adminéstration; ex-Senator Ed- 
munds; Senator Mitchell, of Oregon; Repre- 
sentative Springer, of Lilinois, and others were 
present. General Taft, James H. Choate, of 
New York, and others will take part in the 
argument. 

This now celebrated case arises out of the 
seizure of the Canadian sealer W. P. Sayward 
in Behring sea for violation of the act of con- 
gress making it a penalty to catch seals within 
the waters of Behring sea. The vessel was 
libeled under the admiralty laws of the 
United States, and after trial the United 
States district court of Alaska declared the 
forfeiture of the vessel. The case was then 
brought to this court on motion fora writ of 
prohibition to stop the Alaskan court from 
taking measures to enforce its decree, zround 
for this being the contention that the court 
had no jurisdiction totry the offense for the 
reason that it was committed more than 
three miles from shore and, therefore, 
under tie law of nations and without 
the jurisdiction of the United States. 

Calderon Carlisie’s Argument. 

Calderon Carlisle, of this city, opened the 
case in behalf of Sayward. At the outset he 
said that the decision of this case could not 
forestall anything that any other branch of 
the government should do. Of course, he 
said, it will stop any seizure of any foreign 
vessel under any existing law, but within one 
month, congress, if it sees fit, may make a law 
that every _ of Behring sea belongs to the 
United States and nothing decided by this 
court in the Sayward case would prevent con- 


gress from doing that on its own responsibility, 


nor would the decision, in the slightest 
degree, interfere with the course of 
pending negotiations. He would be 
perfectly frank with the court and say that he 
did not believe that congress would, any more 
than in 1889, claim any such exolusive juris- 
diction in violation of the rights of nations. 
This court may in this case, without express, 
ing any opinion as to the rights of the United 
States, hold that the seizure of this foreign 


existing law of the United States, * 
forestall] any contention of the United States 
with reference to seal property. 

He then contended that the court could go 
behind the face of the proceedings and review 
pyerything considered by the Alaska court, in 
order to decide whether that court had juris- 
diction. He then combatted the government 
contention that the president had taken a posi- 
tion on this matter by which the courts were 
bound, and that it was a political question 
upon which the court had noright to pass. 
The contention of the president, in the diplo- 
matic correspondence, he said, could 
not change oor _ define’ the mean- 
ing of the aet of congress 
or bind the judiciary. The attorney genera! 
took the position that this was a question of 
territorial sovereignty, as to which the presi- 
dent is actually infallible. If the argument 
be correct that regardless of the laws of na- 
tions and the act of congress, the president 
Canextend the national boundaries far ont 
into the ocean, why should he stop there and 
not make assertions as to our power and right 
which would, in the language of Justice 
Story, lead to universal mischief. ° 

General Taft for the Government. 

Solicitor General Taft, in opening the case 
for the United States, said its position could 
be stated in two sentences: First, that the 
question which petitioners seek here to raise is 
not presented to the court on the record in the 
case; second, that if it is presented to the 
court the question has been decided, being a 
political question, by political departments of 
the government, and this gourt will not re- 
verse or qualify that decision. 

In determining that political question the 
executive was discharging his constitutional 
functions, and he, in the discharge of that 
duty, was not an inferior tribunal whose de- 
cision may be reversed by this court. That 
national sovereignty was a political question 
had been repeatedly Cecided, and that con- 
neoags action was not necessary was decided 

y this court when it held that it was bound 
by the correspondence of the secretary of state 
in the dispute over the sovereignty of Falk- 

d islands,

Receiver Beal Issues a Statement About 
the Broken Bank. 

Boston, November 9.—Keceiver Beal has 
issued a statement of the condition of the 
Maverick National bank October 31st, Re- 
sources, $9,687,846, including time loans $2,- 
749,981; demand loans, $3,416,617; bond. ac- 
Counts, $722,947. Liabilities the same as the 
resources, including the capital of $400,000; 
surplus fund, $800,000; profit and loss, $110,- 
708; deposits, $2,951,992; banks and bankers, 
$5,200,756, 4 

Today’s statement is gratifying, in that it 
Bhows less than $3,000,000 of individual de- 
posits outside of deposits of banks and bankers 
at the time of the failure. 

The Maverick had a very large business, its 
Outward mail averaging irom six to eight 
hundred letter per day, but everything is found 
hus far to have been systematically conducted 
and all accounts balance upon the books. 
The only difference thus far announced is the 
Inadequate collateral behind loans to direc- 
tors. There was no blanket endorsement on 
file, as has been stated, Al! notesand endorse- 
ments were properly and regularly made 
Within the letter of the law.

The most at gig matter to come before 
the assembly will be the public school system 
of this country. A majority of the delegates 
present are Roman Catholics, yet they intend 
placing themselves on record in reference to 
the school question. The feeling appears to 
be unanimously in favor of the public school 
system. A prominent delegate, a member of 
one of the most important committees, a 
Roman Catholic, said this afternoon: 

‘We will take action on the public school 
system. The knights believe in compulsory 
education as the only safeguard of this and all 
other liberty-loving nations. It is the duty of 
the state tosee that a child is educated, leaving 
to the parent the selection of the school, or the 
method of such education, 

“It is the parent’s rightand privilege to edu- 
cate his child in a Catholic, Lutheran, private, 
or public school, justas he sees fit; but it is the 
duty of the state to look after the child and see 
that itis edcuated. We arein favor of com- 
pulsory education, so that the state can legally 
and authoritatively say to the parent or 
guardian: ‘Educate your child, I don’t care 
where. I leavethat with you; but you must 
educate him, or I will.’ ”’

THE MURDEROUS BARON. 


He Desired to Blow Up the Prison and Kill 
the Chiefs. 


San Francisco, November 9.—Captain 
Cushman, who lately returned from Apia, 
confirms the story regarding the attempt to 
blow up the calaboose at Apia with giant 
powder. He states that he is the person whom 
Baron von Pilsach wanted to engage for that 
purpose, Lieutenant Ullspar, who is private 
secretary tothe chief justice, commander-in- 
chief of the native army and chief of police, 
called on Captain Cushman and said that 
Baron von Pilsach wanted him tocome ashore 
and bring a battery and a box of dynamite 
with which to blow up the jail 
and five native chiefs held as _ pris- 
oners. Cushman promptly refused. Ull- 
spar then tried to parley with Cushman 
and the latter sent him with a note to Consul 
Blacklock. The latter protested against a 
commission of such inhumanity. Von Pilsach 
gave as his motive for his project that he was 
afraid the five imprisoned chiefs would be 
rescued by the natives of Monona, and he 
thought that this would strike terror into 
their hearts. 

As Von Pilsach was bent on completing his 
project, Blacklock spread the news of the pro- 

osed action, and the foreigners all protested. 

he baron was dissuaded from his project, and 
in order to relieve himself of the odium as- 
serted that Captain Blacklock advised him to 
adopt that course. Then the colony turned to 
Blacklock, who explained his connection with 
the affair to the satisfaction of all.

DIED IN THE FLAMES. 


Loss of Life at Conflagrations Yes-

IN CINCINNAT] AND DENVER, COL. 


Several Men Perish at the Burning 
of Stables. 


A MAN BURIED ALIVE IN A CELLAR. 


Until the Firemen Could Extinguish the 
Flames and Release Him—Losses on 
Property and Insurance, 


Crncinnati, November 9.—Fire broke out 
this morning in Oscar Okens’s picture frame 
manufactory, 134 West Second street. It 
spread with such rapidity that one of the em: 
ployes, it is supposed, was caught in the cellar 
and burned to death. 

The fire was caused by the explosion of fine 
varnish in the cellar. William Mayors, whé 
was at work in the cellar, was fearfully 
burned, and was imprisoned there until the 
flames were subdued so that he could te 
brought out. He then appeared to be a raving 
maniac. His hair was burned off, and the 
whole scalp had the appearance of being 
burned toa crisp. He was taken to the hospi- 
tal, where his injuries were pronounced not 
fatal. 

The revised list of the injured gives Alfred 
Doherty, fireman, hurton the arms and neck 
by a falling cornice; Captain John Conwayg 
reported injured, not hurt; Captain Hurley 
and William Deweese were not h 
sufficiently to make it necessary to take them 
to a hospital. Lieutenant William Berklaga 
and Pipeman Edward Anderson were hurt 
by a falling ladder, each sustaining a fracture 
of the skull. Both were dead shortly after 
reaching the hospital. ” 

There were eight men on the ladder when if 
fell. The break was caused by the yieldi 
of a cornice upon which the top of it rested. ‘F 

The fire was confined to the building i 
which it started, although at the roof it broke 
over the fire wall and damaged the building 
formerly occupied by the Mosler Safe and 
Lock Company. Oken estimates his loss as 
$30,000, with an insurance of about sixteen 
thousand dollars, . 

Coal Docks on Fire. 

Dvu.utTH, Minn., November 9.—The great 
coal pile on the Northwestern Fuel Company's 
docks is still on fire, although water has been 
pouring into the burning mass at the rate of 
1,800 gallons a minute since last Friday. Some 
sixty men are wheeling away coal from the 
pile, but the firemen cannot reach the hottest 
portion of the blaze. The fuel company has . 
asked the Minneapolis fire department for en 
engine, which is expected here today. If the 
air reaches the smouldering fire the whole 
mass, containing thousands of tons of coal, is 
likely to be destroyed. | 

Some of the largest elevators are near the 
coal docks, but .it is believed they . be 
saved. The Diluth fre departmént is Work!” 
ing in relays of six hours each, Nothing 
further is known of the cause than that it is be- 
lieved to be spontaneous combustion. The full 
extent of the lossis not yet known, but will 
doubtless reach into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Engine No. 3 and 2,000 feet of hose, 
in charge of eight firemen, was sent from Min- 
neapolis this morning torelieve the over- 
worked firemen here. They will probably be 
required a week. 

Denver Stables Destroyed. 

DenveER, Col., November 9%.—Mansion’s 
livery stables, at Eighteenth and Laurence 
streets were almost completely destroyed by 
fire between 3:30 and 4 o’clock this morning. 


“ Four men, possibly five, rooming in the upper 


portion of the building, were suffocated, and 
oetween twenty and thirty horses met death 
inthe same way. The names of the men 
could not be learned. Their bodies have been 
sent tou the coroner’s office for identification. 
Thirty-four horses were burned to death. All 
family horses, and valued at $300 to $750 each. 
The loss on building and carriages is $15,000. 
The names of the men who logy their lives are: 
Thomas Bower, Peoria, Ill.” George Rich- 
ards, Lincoln, Neb,; David E]lmare, residence 
unknown; Otto Helbin, St, Louis. 
It is thought the remains of two more men 
are in the ruins. 
A South Dakota Blaze. 


Hot Srrinas, 8S. D., November 9,—Fire de- 
stroyed the business portion of Buffalo Gap, a 
station on the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri 
Valley railroad, tifty-two miles from this city, 
resterday afternoon. About four blocks of 
adnate houses were destroyed. Loss, $75,000; 
insurance, light. 

Forest Fires Around Middlesboro, 

MIDPLESBORO, Ky., November 9%—[Special.]— 
The forest fires in the Cumberland mountains are 
assuming dangerous proportions inthis special 
neighborhood, The flames have reached to the 
foothills, and are burning fiercely to the valley. 
In every direction for miles and miles around, in- 
cluding hills and mountain, the flames are leaping 
with terrible velocity, and are destroying bun- 
dreds of shacks and innumerable fences. The 
fires extend fully over twenty miles of the terri- 
tory. A strong wind is blowing tonight, and itis 
teared considerable damage will be done unléss 
rain comes by tomorrow, 

Forest Fires Around Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 9,—[Special.}— 
Forest fires are raging on Walden’s ridge, seven 
miles north of this city. Considerable loss of 
property is reported, but as yet no lives have been 
sacrificed. Reports from Waunhatchie, a station 
on the Nashville and Chattanooga road, six miles 
south of this city, say that disastrous fires are 
raging in the vicinity. At both places the citizens 
are fighting the fires heroically, and in several in- 
stances some have narrowly escaped a horrible 
death. 


THE CONFESSION OF FAITH, 


Indianapolis Presbytery in Favor of Its 
Revision, 

INDIANAPOLIS, November 9.—The Indianapolis 
presbytery today voted tin favor of such ‘revision 
of the Confession of Faith as shall “tend to free 
confession from misunderstanding.” In our 
judgment, the committee, under instructions re- 
ceived from the assembly and of the church as a 
whole, could with wisdom have gone farther, have 
modified still more or eliminated entirely para- 
graphs so worded as to be questionable scriptural 
authority, and evidently objectionable to a 
majority of the church. 

We regret especially that the committee, in its 
alteration of chapter 3, failed to free confession 
from certain extra scriptural inferences having to 
do with the negative sides of God's decree. We 
cannot agree with those who hold that the state- 
ment of the doctrine of by eter in the con- 
ference is necessary to the integrity of our pres- 
ent system of faith. 

The presbytery is convinced that no revision of 
the old faith will meet that growing desire and 
need of the church for the more brief and simple 
expression oféhe system of doctrine contained in 
the word of God, and it is probable that the Con- 
fession of Faith, a8 revised, will be fully as long 
and almost as impracticable as before. There- 
fore, the presbytery overtures to the neral 
assembly to formulate a new creed, much more 
brief, but less speculative and expressive and 
more nearly in the exact words of the scriptare 
eo of our revised faith and of the word 
of God.

TAMPERING WITH THE MAIL. 


A Matter That Is Causing Great Trouble 
in New Orleans. 


New Orteans, November 9.—For some 
time past depredations upon the mails in this 
city and section have been of constant occur- 
rence. While basiness houses have suffered 
to some extent, a large share of the annoyance 
and loss has fallen upon banks, which seem to 
be special objects of attack on the part of the 
thieves. The New Orleans National, the 
largest bank in the city, having 16 per cent of 
the aggregate deposits of all banks in New 
Orleans, has suffered so severely that a few 
days ago the directors decided to appeal for 
relief to Postmaster General Wanamaker. 
A letter was addressed to Postmaster Eaton, of 
this city, giving full details ot the long 
continued and constantly increasing series of 
robberies, and asking for relief at the hands of 
the department at Washington. The rifling of 
letters to banks began immediately after the 
P e of the anti-lottery law, and has con- 
tinued without cessation to the present time. 

A case mentioned in the correspondence was 
that of Isaac F. Carter, of Robeline, La., whose 
notes in New Orleans went to protest because 
the remittance had been captured by the postal 
authorities and destroyed. Appeals to the 
local ‘postoffice have been fruitless. Not a 
single case has been traced to the perpetrators 
nor an arrest made. Meanwhile the number 
of letters rifled has been constantly on the 
increase. The bank in its letter to Postmaster 
Eaton asserts that the postoftice imspector now 
in the government service and stationed here, 
was removed from his positionin the New 
Orleans postoffice some years ago for selling 
his*monthly pay to no less than three persons 
for the same time. The business community 
of the city determined to ferret matters out 
and bring them to punishment.

Fired Upon by Outlaws. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., November 9,.—A special to 
The Star from Guthrie, O, T., says: “Indian Agent 
Patrick, Sheriff Conley, of the Sac and Fox na- 
tion, and Deputy Marshal Williams went to the 
place where Marshal George Thornton was mur- 
dered and were fired upon by the same gang of 
outlaws who killed Thornton. Aftera lively bat- 
tle the outlaws were routed, A native living there 
said the outlaws were organized and patrolling 
the entire section of country, that they have 
the description of every officer in the territory 
and would shoot them on sight.

PREMIER'S ENDORSEMENT OF BALFOUR 


And His Conduct of Affairs in 
Treland. 


BALFOUR ADDRESSES THE POLICE 


On Leaving Ireland to Take the Position 
Made Vacant by the Death of Hon, 
William Henry Smith. 


Lonpon, November 9.—At the lord mayor’s 
banquet at Guild hall this evening Lord Salis- 
bury, in the course of his address, commented 
upon the legislation of the last session of par- 
liament, which, he said, was satisfactory to the 
government and acceptable to the people. 

Regarding affairs in Ireland, Lord Salis- 
bury said that the work which Balfour, chief 
secretary, had done in that country in the last 
four years was the best ever done by a states- 
man. This statement was greeted with cheers. 
Continuing, his lordship said: ‘‘What we have 
recently seen in Ireland has not altered our 
policy, nor bas it made us think that the do- 
mestic legislature of Ireland would be distin- 
guished by peace or abstinence from the use of 
blackthorns or by freedom from the curse of 
ecclesiastical domination."’ [Cries of Hear,” 
**Hear.’’] 

As to foreign affairs, the premier said 
there was uot a single speck of cloud 
upon the horizon foreboding danger to 
the peace which prevails. It seemed 
that the spirit of the ations was 
changing towards industial competition. The 
great present question for consideration was 
the treaties of commerce which expire in 
1892. The question of tariffs was engaging 
the attention of various nations. Though 
with respect to material warfare, Lord Salis- 
bury said he could hold out most promising 
anticipation; so far as industrial warfare was 
concerned, having as a weapon protective leg- 
islation, he feared that Great Britain would 
occupy for a time a peculiar, isolated position. 
The recent elections in America had shown 
that the slight reaction against protection had 
lost its force. [Criesof ‘Hear! Hear!’’} 

Continuing, he said: “One colony we are 
able to cite as a free trader—New South 
Wales—no longer wears an upspotted robe. 
We ghall have the advantage, therefore, be- 
fore long of being the Athanasius contra 
mundum of free trade,” 


BALFOUR TO HIS TROOPS, 


He Reviews the Constabulary and Praises 
Thetr Efficiency: 

Dusiin, November 9.—Arthur J. Balfour, 
who, until his appointment as successor of the 
late Right Hon, William Henry Smith as gov- 
ernment leader in the house of commons, was 
chief secretary for Lreland, wed the. 
royal Irish constabulary stationed in this city. 
Subsequent to the review, Balfour bade fare- 
well to the force. In hisspeech he said that 
during his tenure of office the constabulary 
had done so much for the public service that 
it was given to few Irish secretaries to speak 
with more authority on the subject of the 
services rendered by the force than himself. 
Few of the former oceupants of the office had 
served in more troublous -periods than he, 
and few had seen tested more severely the 
loyalty, discretion, forbearance and energy of 
the men and officers comprising the oon- 
stabulary. , 

Balfour declared that he was rejoiced to 
know that the efficiency and popularity of the 
force was never greater than at the present 
time. The men had shown zeal equally in 
protecting the police force from the attacks of 
their opponents and the solitary tenant from 
organized intimidation. 

In conclusion Balfcur said that, in severing 
his connection with Irish matters, he looked 
back with pleasure upon the kindness he had 
received from all classes of Irish people. From 
no class had he received more. kind- 
ness than from the police force. 
He expressed the hope that the day 
was far distant when anything would be 
done to change the constitution of the force or 
to destroy a corps of which, not only Ireland, 
but the whole united kingdom, had reason to 
be proud. 


MUCH ANXIETY IN BRAZIL. 


Affairs Seem to Be Approaching a Crisigg 
Great Discontent. 


Lonpon, November 9.— Dispatches received 
here today from Pernambuco show that the 
troubles in Brazil are approaching an active 
crisis, and there is much anxiety expressed in 
financial and commercial circles regarding the 
outcome of Marshal daFonseca’s action in 
dissolving the congress and assuming the role 
of dictator, which he laid down subsequent to 
his election as president of the newly-formed 
republic, and many grave doubts are ex- 
pressed as to the success of this later political 
move. 

Thea dispatches state that in Perambuco 
there is genera! discontent on all sides at Da- 
Fonseca’s action, but there is nothing in them 
to show that the people have done anything 
further that to express their disapprobation of 
the course foliowed by their dictator. 

From the province Rio Grande DuSul, how- 
ever, comes intelligence that is alarming in its 
nature. News from this province is to the 
effect that the local government has refused 
to acquiesce in the assumption by DaFonseca 
of the powers of dictator and has declared the 
independence of the peeves, The dispatches 
received today from Pernambuco further state 
that there is great discontent throughout all 
the provinces of Brazil. 


SEVENTY-SEVEN LIVES LOST. 


A Cyclone Strikes a Vessel, Tearing Things 
: to Pieces. 

CatcuTta, November 9.—Monday last a cy- 
clone passed over the Anadaman islands, 
situated in the Bay of Bengal, a British convict 
settlement, to which East India criminals are 
transferred. The steamer Enterprise, be- 
longing to the Indian government, and used to 
convey prisoners to the islands and for other 
purposes, was atone of the ports when the 
cyclone set in. The vessel foundered, and of 
eighty-three men only six were saved. The 
other seventy-seven either went down with 
the steamer or were drowned while attempting 
to reach the shore.

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THE TRAIL OF BLOOD. 


Murderer Bray’s Trial in Progress in 
LaGrange. 


THE HUSBAND GIVES IN HIS TESTIMONY. 


The Dawson Case Calied* in Columbus, 
All Day on the 
Jury. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., November 9.—(Special.]— 
The criminal docket of Troup superior court 
was taken up this morning at 10 o’clock, with 
Judge S. W. Harris presiding. The jurors 
were duly qualified and at exactly at 11 o’clock 
the case of the state against Allen Bray, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Mary Pra- 
ther, on September 23d Jast, was called. 

The courtroom was filled to overflowing. 
The stairs were lined and thronged with peo- 
ple both black and white, all 
eager and anxious to get a look 
into the face of the blackest § crimi- 
nal that ever occupied a seat within its 
walls. The state is represented by Solicitor 
Atkinson and Longley & Longley. The court 
appointed T. H. Whitaker, J. H. Pitman and 
D. J. Gaffney to represent the prisoner. 

When the case was called the state an- 
nounced ready. Then after considerable delay 
and consultation with the defendant, the 
counsel announced ready. A plea of not 
guilty was tiled. The call and qualification of 
gurors was then begun, and after three panels 
were exhausted the following jurors were 
agreed upon, the state not having made ob- 
jection tojany nar called: H. D. Floyd, R. H. 
Moore, T. C. Floyd, Ben O. Carter, J. H. 
Reid, W. F. Palmer, L. L. Reid, W. T. Bird- 
song, J. M. Birdsong, J. B. Williams and W. 
R. Lord. 

Solicitor Atkinson then very plainly stated 
to the jury the issue upon which they were to 
pass. Then began the examination of wit- 
nesses. 


The Husband Testifies. 

The first witness who testified was 
Mr. Jack Prather, the husband of 
the murdered woman. He stated that 
he left his: house on the morning of the mur- 
der, bound for LaGrange with a load of cot- 
ton. His wife had «just finished preparing to 
churn, and came out inthe yard with him. 
She was left alone at the house, as had often 
beeu the case on previous occasions. When 
next he saw her she was acorpse. When 
questioned as to the marks or bruises about 
her person, Mr. Prather stated that there was 
a gash on her chin, which he thought was pro- 
duced by a stab. Her neck was black, and the 
impressions made by choking could be plainly 
seen. He stated that his wife was in ordinary 
health, but was a very smal] woman, not 
weighing more than ninety-seven pounds, 
She was sixty-three years old. After reaching 
home he found the closet and pantry unlocked. 
Some money seemed to be missing, but he 
could not say how much. 

Upon cross-examination he stated that 
Bray was at his house when he re- 
turned from town. His wife bad 
been sick, but fully recovered, and had 
been up two months. She was never troubled 
with heart disease or vertigo. 

The Second Witness. 

Mr. W. C. Cox was nextexamined. Hewas 
the first man to reach the house after the mur- 
der. He lived about four hundred yards from 
Prather’s house. Upon his arrival he found 
Mrs. Prather lying on her face; had the two 
negro woinen, who were present, to turn her 
over, when he discovered the gash and bruises 
as testified to by the witness. He found 
blood on the floor, and some spattered on the 
wall. One chair inthe room was upturned. 
The gash on herchin, witness thought, was 
produced by a stab with a knife, 

As the case proceeds, interest seems to in- 
crease. It looked, this afternoon, as though 
the crowd was larger, if possible, than this 
morning, the increase being principally among 
the negroes, who were present, no doubt, out 
of idie curiosity. 

The case will be resumed fm the morning, 
and it is thought by noon all the evidence will 
have been given in. There seems to be no 
doubt in the minds of any one but that a con- 
viction is sure to follow. 

The Howard Trial. 

CoLtumbuvs, Ga., November 9.—[Special.]— 
The great case, in which so much interest has 
been felt, will be tried at thisterm of the su- 
perior court by Judge Gamble, of the middle 
circuit, presiding, Judge Martin being dis- 
qualitied.

The Victim of a Drunken Quarrel in §a- 
vannah.

on the night of the 2d instant, died today in 
St. Joseph’s infirmary. An inquest was héld 
over the remains, Coroner Dixon presiding, 
this afternoon.

They were separated after 
Hughes had been pretty badly battered up. 
But the quarrel was renewed again outside 
the saloon. 

Thetwo men clinched and Hughes was 
hurled to the groand, Hyde jumping on his 
yrostrate body.

ughes drew his pocketknife and intlicted the 
wounds which resulted in Hyde’s death.

The League Held a Decidedly Lively | 


Meeting Last Night, 
A TICKET TO BE PRESENTED 


For the Consideration of the Committee of 
One Hundred—Endorsement 
to Be Asked, 


a 


The Railroad Men’s League held the live- 
liest meeting in its history last night. 

It Jasted from 7:30 to 10:30 o'clock, and was 
not as harmonious .as it might have been. 
There were many men of many minds present, 
and they had different ideas of city politics, or 
as to who was the proper man for councilman 
from this ward or}that ward. 

The meeting was held at the league’s hall, 
corner Whitehall and Alabama streets, and 
the fact that matters political were to be con- 
sidered brought out a more than ordinary at- 
tendance. 

The committee from the several wards ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the league to 
select suitable candidates for aldermen and 
councilmen, subject to the ratification of the 
league, made its report. 

A full ticket, made up of staunch, active 
railroad men, all members of the league, was 
reported. 

Then came the tug of war. 

The league did not ratify very fast. Almost 
every man present turned loose his oratorical 
powers and there were motions and speeches 
innumerable. 

There Was asharp division of sentiment as 
to the putting out ofa full ticket. A good 
number of the league did not want a full 
ticket. 

“We only want representation in the city 
council by two councilmen and one alderman 
and then what need is thereto select a full 
ticket? If we select from our membership 
just the three men we want to represent us in 
the city council, and carry their names before 
the ward meetings, just as sure as there isa 
God in heaven we will succeed in electing our 
men. Wedon’t want the earth; then why 
goand name aman forevery vacancy to be 
filled ?” 

The other view of the matter found several 
eloquent champions, 

‘*Let us,’’ said the other side, “carry out our 
original plan and select a full ticket. We 
have already said what we want, and the peo- 
ple understand us. Wecan carry our men to 
the different ward meetings, and from a full 
ticket we can certainly get the representation 
we want.”’ 

A number of speeches and motions were 
made, but the league decided to put outa full 
ticket, and began ratifying the committee's 
selections. 

This work progressed but slowly, and was 
sandwiched plentifully with speeches. 

About half of the ticket was ratified, when 
a motion to adjourn was carried. The league 
thought there was cen of time remaining 
before the election to bring out their ticket, 

After adjournment nothing whatever could 
be obtained from the members of the league as 
to the tigket or any other action of the meet- 
ing. ‘*Mfum’’ wasthe word, and right con- 
scientiously did the members of the league 
who were present obey the edict passed inside 
the meeting. * 

Everybody will be kept guessing as to who 
the league’s menare. A dozen men have 
already guessed that Zach Martin was selected 
in tbe fifth ward, and John Colvin as south 
side alderman. 

There is plenty of other good timber in the 
league to guess from, and those interested in 
city politics may be kept busy until the league 
announces its ticket. 


The Tennessee, Ashville and Coosa. 

ANNISTON, Ala., November 9.—[Special.]— 
Much interest is being developed in Anniston 
over the Tennessee, Ashville and Coosa road 
which it is proposed to bring to Anniston. Five 
miles of the road is in operation between 
Ashville and Whitney, on the Alabama South- 
ern road. Mr. Andrew Johnson, of Chatta- 
nooga, is presideat of the company building 
the road, and says by the Ist of December, be- 
tween one and two thousand men will be at 
work on the grade, and by the 1st of March, 
the road will be completed to Coosa river.

It will run from Piedmont, at the intersection 
of the the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia and East and West roads, to Laneys, 
on the Alabama Mineral branch of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. Seven miles of the road 
is now in operation. 

The Southeastern Rallroad. 

CoRDELE, Ga., November 9.—({Special.]— 
Dr. George W. Marvin, of Cordele, has lately 
secured for parties abroad an option on tie 
charter of the Southeastern Railroad Com- 
pany, which is controlled by gentlemen of this 
place.

Punishment for the Wreckers. 

The attempt to wreck the trains on the 
Central railroad by burning the trestles in 
Washington county recently, and the fact 
that the accident which happened near 
here on the Western and Atlantic on Sun- 
day night, was evidently the work of 
some miscreant that would have resulted 
in great loss of life but for the nerve and 
courage of Engineer Barrett, shows that 
we have some scoundrels at large in this 
state that deserve death. The law is 
plain enough that these people are mur- 
derers, and they ought to be caught and 
handled as the law directs. If a man 
slips up and shoots his fellowman in the 
back without provocation, there is no 
doubt but that he will be hung, but what 
kind of punishment does a man deserve 
with a heart so abandoned and malignant 
that he will deliberately go to work to 
set a trap to catch a lot of innocent 
men and women who never harmed him, 
because he may have some _ imaginary 
feeling of ill will against a railroad, 

It is horrible to think that when you 
go on a railroad you are liable to be 
hurled into eternity by such miscreants. 

We trust our railroad managers will 
ferret out these men, and we are satis- 
fied the courts and juries of the state 
will punish them as they deserve. 

They are worse than savages. 

The occurrence at Statesville, N. C., 
followed as it is by these in Georgia, 
makes it important that we have some 
of these men punished, and extraordinary 
vigilance should be exercised to get them 
in the clutches of the law. 

The burning of the trestles in Wash- 
ington county was as outrageous as either 
of the other two attempts to destroy life; 
there was no loss of life simply because 
the perpetrators of the crime had given 
notice that they intended to do the road 
harm unless a batch of thieves who had 
committed highway robbery on the road 
were not turned loose, and the managers 
of the road were on the lookout for 
just such an occurrence. We are grati- 
fied to know that Superintendent McBee 
has made up his mind to leave no stone 
unturned to bring the men who set the 
trestles on fire before the courts. The 
good people of Washington county, we 
know, will not hesitate to find them 
guilty if the evidence warrants it, and 
Judge Gamble has the nerve, we believe, 
to put them where they will do no 
further harm to their fellowmen if they 
are found guilty.

The World’s Cotton Consumption. 

The New York Financial Chronicle has 
received by cable all the important features 
of Mr. Ellison’s annual review of the cot- 
ton trade. The figures are very interesting, 
The takings of the spinners of Great Britain 
and the continent in actual bales during the 
season of 1890-91 were 7,663,000 bales, as 
against 7,361,000 bales in 1889-90, and 
7,008,000 bales in 1888-89. Reducing the 
amount to bales of 400 pounds, 
Great Britain and the continent consumed 
8,901,000 bales in 1890-91, as against 8,324,- 
000 bales in 1889-90, and 7,839,000 bales in 
1888-89. These figures show that the spin- 
ners in the United Kingdom have taken 
this year 4,180,000 pounds more than last 
season, and that on the continent the gain 
has been 118,117,000 pounds. The aggregate 
takings in the whole of Europe have there- 
fore increased 202,297,000 pounds, or fully 
500,000 bales of the average weight of 400 
pounds. Moreover, these gains follow con- 
siderable additions to the takings in the pre- 
ceding. Adding the consumption of the 
United States and India to that of 
Europe, it is found that the world’s con- 
sumption was 12,896,328 bales in 1890-91, as 
against 12,043,293 bales in 1889-90, and 11,- 
$94,880 bales in 1888-89, 

These figures show with how great regu-. 
larity and how decidedly the consumption of | 
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cotton has developed throughout the world. 
As remarked last year the only retrograde 
movement was in 1883-84 and 1884-85, but 
since 1884-85 the advance has been rapid, 
until now the consumption reaches an aggre- 
gate of 12,896,328 bales of 400 pounds each, 
an increase since 1878-79 of over 72 per 
cent. The gains during this same period of 
thirteen years in the various. countries have 
been: Great Britain, 49 per cent; conti- 
nent, 74% per cent; United States, 654 per 
cent, and India, 3404 per cent, 

Mr. Ellison estimates that the world will 
in 1891-92 need for its consumption 10,388,- 
000 bales of 463 pounds average weight, 
making 12,024,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
and he bases his estimates of supply on an 
American crop of 7,550,000 bales. 

There has been an increase in the spin- 
ning power of the world of 1,887,000 
spindles, all the countries sharing in the 
excess. 


A Travelers’ Savings Bank. 

The postoffice authorities in Cincinnati 
have recently discovered that hundreds of 
travelers are using the postal money order 
department as # savings bank. 

The circus people, and others in the 
show business, were the first to make 
use of the postoffice in this way. These 
tourists have little faith in banks, but they 
know that Uncle Sam never breaks and 
never suspends. So they have got into the 
habit of purchasing money orders madg 
payable to themselves, When they have 
done this they know that their money is 
safe. Fraud, theft and forgery cannot make 
them lose their deposits, ‘Their savings are 
perfectly safe and when they reach Cincin- 
nati, the home of the majority of the trav- 
eling show people, they put in a personal 
appearance at the office and draw their 
money. Recently a famous female circus 
performer visited the postal order office and 
drew out $5,000 for which she had purchased 
orders while she was on a long tour of eight 
months. 

No better savings bank exists, but it has 
one drawback. Instead of paying interest 
to the depositor, the latter has to pay for 
the accommodation he seeks. If these 
conditions were reversed, and depositors 
were assured not onlyof absolute safety, but 
of a moderate rate of interest also, it goes 
without saying that the postal savings bank 
would be the most popular institution in the 
country, and would loom up as a powerful 
economic factor. 

As the matter stands, the traveler who is 
afraid of banks will find in the money order 
system his best safeguard, but it is too ex- 
pensive to suit the average citizen. 


Coming Storms. 

In a weather forecast, made public last 
Saturday, Professor Foster, of St. Joseph, 
Mo., predicted that a storm wave would 
leave the Pacific coast about the 11th, 
cross the Mississippi valley about the 13th 
or 14th, and reach the Atlantic coast about 
the 15th. It will be a fierce storm until 
after it crosses the central valley, when it 
will decrease in for¢e. 

Professor Foster states that the storm 
wave will cause heavy rains in the gulf 
States, and the weather following it will be 
exceedingly cold for the time of year. 
He moreover intimates that we may expect 
other storms during the month, and all of 
them will be of unusual force. 

It will be an easy matter for our readers 
to bear this forecast in mind, and watch its 
developments, Before the week is out we 
shall know whether the predicted storm is a 
reality or simply a mistaken guess. 

We have had such a long spell gf mild, 
dry weather that even the unscientific have 
come to the conclusion that under nature’s 
law of compensation we must expect to be 
visited by a cold and rainy season of some 
duration. In fact, the impression is very 
general that we are going to have a very 
ugly winter.

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The Detectives Think They Are Close to 
the Train Wreckers. 


$1,000 REWARD IS OFFERED FOR THEM. 


Superintendent McCollum States That the 
Accident Was Certainly Caused by 
Some Malicious Wretch. 


Superintendent J. L. McCollum, of the 
Western and Atlantic, sent out circulars yes- 
terday offering $1,000 reward for the arrest 
and proof that will convict the person or per- 
sons who removed the rail which caused Sun- 
day night’s accident near Bolton. 

“The wreck was certainly caused by some 
malicious person,”’ the superintendent stated 
after he returned from the scene. ‘‘The job 
was skillfully done, and must have been the 
work of some one who has a practical knowl- 
edge of tracks. We found that four 
nuts had been unscrewed, an angle bar 
bad been taken off, several spikes had 
been drawn and the joint was broken, To 
prevent the rail slipping back in position the 
bar was wedged in such g way that the wheels 
were bound to go off.’”’ 

Mr. McCollum added that he suspected no 
one. A negro woman who got off the incom- 
ing train, No. 1, at Bolton, an hour and a half 
before the accident, and walked up the track, 
stated that she heard some one hammering or 
making some noise on the rails as she ap- 
proached the reverse curve. The theory is that 
the wrecker hid when the woman passed. ‘To 
have unscrewed the nuts and taken up the. 
spikes would have required the use of a 


- wrench and a claw bar. 


The city detectives think that they havea 
clue. As soon as Chief Connolly heard of the 
wreck Sunday night he  conferrred 
with Chief of Detectives Couch 
and requested him to put three of his best men 
on the track of the wreckers. Captain Couch 
summoned three of his best men to meet at a 


} certain point, at 3:30 o’clock Monday morn- 


ing, and proceed at once tothe scene of the 
wreck. When the detectives arrived on the 
scene, in citizens’ clothes, they concealed their 
identity to all but one or two men, and offered 
torender any assistance possible in clearing 
away the wreck and caring for the wounded. 
In playing this part, they obtained valuable 
information that developed into aclue, or what 
they have good reason to believe is a clue. 
Later they became more strongly convinced 
thas they were on the right track, and some of 
them came home last night with hopes of an 
early capture of the wreckers, and Chief of 
Police Connolly and Chief of Detectives 
Couch are aiding the railroad authorities in 
every possible way to capture the wreckers. 
Detectives Bedford, Barrett, McConnell and 
Chief Couch were at the scene of the wreck. 

Mr. Jack J. Spalding was on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad Sunday night when the 
train was wrecked between here and the Chat- 
tahoochee river. He examined the track 
after the accident, and says the fish-bars on 
one side had evidently been removed by un- 
screwing the bolts. It was very apparent. . It 
was done with the evident purpose, he thinks, 
to wreck the train; the place was selected for 
that purpose. Mr. Spalding was on the 
sleeper, and he says when he felt the sudden 
jar, caused by the air-brakes being put on by 
Engineer Barrett the instant the train jumped, 
he did not guess the extent of the damage. 
He thought the train had run_ into 
a cow ora landslide. He went out as soon as 
possible, and says it was simply a miracle that 
a dozen people were not instantly killed. Mr. 


* Spalding says the passengers weré all earnest 


in their praise of Engineer Barrett for his 
presence of mind and courageat the instant 
the engine jumped thetrack. Barrett stuck 
to his engine and was thrown over fifty feet 
through his window. The force of the fall 
knocked the breath outof him andthe hot 
steam revived him, and his life was sayed by 
those who picked him up and carried him to a 
place of safety. 

Superintendent McCollum had the track re- 
paired in short order. He states that the 
company will capture the fiead or fiends if 
money can do it. 

No trace could be founds of the negro’ who 
was supposed to be stealing aride. If he was 
on the train when the acaident occurred he 
disappeared. 

The injured were doing well last night.

A son of the man who enabled Abraham 
Lincoln to read law, and gave him the advice 
which started him on his public career, was 
giving some interesting reminiscences last 
night at the Kimball. The narrator was Mr. 
Joe Hewitt, of Galveston, the superintendent 
of the Rembert Roller Compress Company, 
which had an exhibit at the exposition. Mr. 
Hewitt isa native of Natchez, and was a gal- 
lant, daring young soldier. He saw hard 
service around Atlanta, but before the fights 
ing was all over was sent by Hood with dis- 
patches to General Kirby Smith beyond the 
Mississippi. Mr. Hewitt was selected because 
ef all the men in the army he knew the coun- 
try on both sides of the Mississippi better than 
probably any one‘else. He is a modest gentle- 
man, and does not’ speak of his own 
services aud adventures except when pressed. 
His experiences on that one mission would 
make a thrilling story. But to his father’s 
reminiscences of the war president. Judge 
Hewitt was a native of Kentucky and removed 
to Illinois when a young man. He formed a 
law partnership with a Colonel Baker, who 
had been through the Mexican war, and who 
was killed at the head of his regiment by a 
Texas regiment in the fight at Ball’s Bluff. 
Hewitt and Baker were prominent lawyers. 
Young Lincoln was running a small grocery 
store in the same town or near by. He bad 
picked up a knowledge of surveying, and 
would go off for a week or a month with his 
compass and chain. On these trips he would 
leave his store in the hands of a clerk. 
Once he was gone four weeks. When 
he returned he found the _ store 
closed. His. clerk had sold out and 
skipped with the funds. Lincoln was badly 
broken up. In his distress he went to Judge 
Hewitt formdvice. Lincoln told his woes and 
ended by declaring that he did not know what 
to do. 

‘You would make a success at the law, Abe. 
Why don’t you study and get admitted to the 
bar?” said Judge Hewitt. 

“T cannot support myself and buy law books, 
judge,”’ Lincoln replied. 

Turning to Colonel Baker, Judge Hewitt 
said: ‘You have no objections, colonel, to 
Abe’s using our library, have you?” 

Colonel Baker was perfectly willing, 

Lincoln thought he could support 
himself while reading law by teaching 
night school and he decided to begin thestudy, 
for the law had been his ambition. 

He did teach at nightand studied during 
the day in Hewitt & Baker’s office. After he 
was admitted he rode the circuits with these 
lawyers. 

“IT have heard my father say that Lincoln 
used to provoke them all by telling stories and 
singing songs at night when the rest of them 
wanted to go tosleep, Colonel Baker was the 
only one who could stop him. The colonel 
would rip out some vigorous oath, and Lincoln 
would laugh and shut up and go to sleep.”’ 

Long before the war Judge Hewitt removed 
to Natchez, where he became prominent in his 
profession. He lostsight of Lincoln. When 
Quitman was first sent to congress 
from Mississippi, Judge Hewitt gave 
him letters of introduction to some 
members he knew. He did not know 
that Abraham Lincoln was in the house, 
and was surprised to receive a letter from him 
inquiring why he had not given Quitman a 
letter tohim. “If you have forgotten the old 
days in Lilinois, I have not,’’ Lincoln wrote. 

When the yankees took Natchez they 
turned Judge Hewitt amd his daughters out of 
their beautiful home, and would not allow 
them a single thing except the clothes they 
had on. The Hewitts were absolutely 
without shelter and personal effects, 
except as their friends assisted 
them. Adolph Meyer, a Natchez merchant, 
was in Washington just about that time, and 
he met President Lincoln, who asked him if 
he knew Judge Hewitt. Meyer said he did, 
and Mr. Lincoln told him that when he went 
back home he wished him to tell Judge 
Hewitt thatifhe wanted any protection to 
telegraph him and he should have itifall the 
armies of the United States were required to 
giveit. Judge Hewitt would not ask Lincoln for 
any favor, and at the end of the war, when he 
recovered his home, it was almost a wreck. 
Not a single book of his library, which had 
been the largest arf finest private one in the 
state, was left. 

* One of Lincoln’s letters to Judge Hewitt, 
written before the war, was published 
in The Century a year ago without the consent 
of the family. Mr. Hewitt says that the family 
has a number of letters written by Mr. Lincoln 
in his first years at the bar.

“WILL NAME ALDERMEN AND COUNCILMEN. 


Was Decided by the Executive Com- 
mittee Last Night—Meetings in All the 
Wards Next Thursday Night. 


The nominations for aldermen and coun- 
gilmen to be voted for in the next city elec 
tion will be made by a committee of 100 


citizens. 

This mode of selecting candidates was 
adopted last night by the executive com- 
mittee. 

The action was taken by a full meeting 
giter the plan had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed. 

And the action was unanimous. 

It Was Secret. 

Just before 8 o’clock, the hour set for 
the meeting to begin, and after most of 
the members had taken their seats, 
it was observed that three newspaper re- 
porter were in the room. 

Mr. Harry C. Stockdell called the chair- 
man’s attention to them, and the question 
was raised whether or not they should be 
allowed to remain during the meeting. 

Colonel W. S. Thomson said he did not 
think it would be advisable for them to 
stay, for the reason that certain opinions 
might be expressed by the members that 
it would be injudicious to publish. 

“So far as I am concerned,” remarked 
Mr. A. D. Adair, “I am in favor of the 
reporters remaining.”’ 

“J certainly do not object to their pres- 
ence,” said Major Kiser. 

“But,’”’ interrupted Mr. Stockdell, “there 
may be some parts of the proceedings 
which cannot with propriety be published. 
I have a communication from some citi- 
zens who desire me to present it to the 
committee in private, and it would be 
best, I think, to exclude the reporters 
while this particular matteris under consid- 
eration.” 

‘‘How have the meetings been in the past ?”’ 
one member asked the chairman, and Mr. 
Cabaniss answered that heretofore all the ses- 
sions of the executive committee were secret. 

Mr. Blackburn, of The Evening Herald, 
said: “Gentlemen, 1 am here as one who is 
deeply interested in Atlanta, and desirous of 
seeing her best interests promoted.

A BAD TRIO THEY ARE TO BE SURE. 


One of Them Makes a Desperate Attempt 
to Escape in Chattanooga, and Is Shot, 
Another Offers Money for Freedom. 


Thomas C. Boaten, alias Tom Bacon et. al., 
one ofthe three crooks charged with mail 
robbery, was taken to Tennesse last evening. 

He is badly wanted in Nashville, and one of 
the specific indictments against him is for 
robbing a mail box on Cherry street. Judge 
Newman granted an order yesterday for his re- 


moval. 

Boaten was in charge of Deputy Marshal B. 
B. Landers, who left at 7:50 o’clock on the 
Western and Atlantic road. 

Just before the train started Boaten was 
asked a few questions about himself. 

“‘My home is in Detroit,” he said in reply to 
an inquiry. “I had been in Atlanta 
for two or three days on my 
way back tothe north. Iwas with a couple 
of friends up near the monument, when half 
of the police force came along and arrested us. 
Then we were carried to the station house and 
locked up there. ° 

‘‘For seven days we were keptin a misera- 
ble, filthy cell with a bare floor on which to 
sleep, unable to communicate with any one or 
read a daily paper. Worstofall, none of us 
knew what we were placed there for. I, for 
one, tried to get them either to release me or 
bring me into court. They waited till Friday 
before doing so.”’ 

‘‘How came you to be in Atlanta?” was 
asked. 

“T came here from New Orleans on my route 
to the north.” 

‘“‘Wasn’t that somewhat out of the way ?”’ 

“Oh, well, that made no difference,” 
said Boaten, with a smile. 

In response to questions about his family or 
their whereabouts, his business or where he 
conducted it, he refused to talk. As to the 
purpose of his visit to the south, he was equally 
as reticent. 

‘‘l was treated nicely at the jail,” stated 
Boaten, as the train was about to leave. ‘That 
place is a palace, a veritable paradise in com- 
parison to the police station.” 

In afew moments the notorious fellow, a 
handsome, well-dressed, intelligent-looking 
man, was on his way to face the serious charge 
against him. Noone would have regarded 
him from appearance as a criminal. 

A Rough Undertaking. 

Deputy Marshals Newt McDonald and J. C. 
Thomas returned yesterday morning 
from St. Louis, where they took the two other 
crooks, Hubbard and Armstrong. 

The two officers had a hard time of it. In 
Chattanooga they put up at the Kennedy 
house, awaiting the departure of their train. 
About 9 o’clock Armstrong made an excuse to 
leave the room where he had been taken, and 
was unhandcuffed. When he reached the hall 
he made a sudden dash for liberty, and before 
Deputy MeDonald could reach him, had 
plunged down the stairs. 

The marshal gave chase, but stumbled and 
fell down the steps headforemost. He recov- 
ered and followed Armstrong, pistol in hand, 
for two squares. The fleeing prisoner was in 
a position to make good his escape, when a 
bullet from McDonald's pistol struck him in 
the side and felled him. 

The two then returned to the hotel. 

“T would have shotand killed him,” said 
the officer yesterday, “had not some one ran in 
the way.

HE VISITS THE COLORED SCHOOLS, 


And Is Very Much: Pleased with Their 
Condition and Prospects—He Did 
Not See the Governor. 


Ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, his son, 
R. P. Hayes, and Dr. J. L. M. Curry have left 
Atlanta. 

They arrived Sunday morning at balf-past 6 
o’clock, and left yesterday afternoon at 4:15 
o’clock, 

The party spent yesterday very quietly in 
the city, and no public demonstration or recep- 


tion was given in their honor. 

After breakfasting at the Kimball, they 
paid their bill, had their baggage sent to the 
depot and left the hotel. Just before leaving 
the hotel the distinguished guests were joined 
by United States Senator Alfred H. Colquitt. 
They got in a carriage and drove away. 

That was the last seen of the ex-president 
about the hotel. Numbers of callers besieged 
the clerk at the Kimball inquiring for Mr. 
Hayes. All callers wero informed that the 
guests had left with their baggage, and a re- 
port to the effect that the party had left the 
city early in the morning got started. 

From the Kimball! the party was driven out 
Capitol avenue to Clark university. Here 
they were met by President Hickman and 
other officials of the university, and escorted 
through the buildings and grounds. Every de- 
partment was visited and inspected. They 
spent the entire forenoon on the grounds and 
in the buildings. The workshops, where the 
students are trained in the _ industrial 
arts, were visited, and everything 
was explained by President Hickman and his 
corps of assistants. Buggies and farm im- 
plements made by the students were shown to 
Dr. Curry and the ex-president, and they 
seemed to be very much pleased at the success 
attained by the colored students. 

After Clark university had been thorougly 
inspected in all of its various departments to 
the satisfaction of the gentlemen representing 
the two famous school funds, they were driven 
to Spelman seminary, where they went 
through the building and interviewed the 
principals as to the status of the schools. The 
Atlanta university was last visited and in- 
spected. From there the party were driven to 
the union depot, where they boarded the 4.15 
o’clock Atianta and West Point train for 
Montgomery. 

Dr. Curry and Mr. Hayes were very highly 
pleased at the condition of the three schools 
visited. Mr. Haves said he was espec- 
ially struck with the marked attention given 
to industria) training at Clark university. 

“My visit to the schools,’ said Mr. Hayes, 
‘thas but intensified my belief in what I said 
yesterday and have always said: And that is 
that there should be a department in 
all ovr universities to give our youths manual 
training and fit them for the skiiled trades. 
Our universities al! over this country are badly 
behind in this particular. I am very much 
pleased with what 1 have seen of the colored, 
schools of Atianta.”’

It was generally believed that Mr. Hayes 
and party would remainin the city until this 
afternoon, as he had so stated on Sunday, and 
his sudden departure caused some surprise.

Dr. Curry agreed timt the Peabody fund 
should pay the salary of a teacher for the 
model school. This feature completes the 
normal department of the school. The class 
is composed of forty children from six to 
eleven years of age, and Dr. Curry toid Presi- 
dent Chappell to go ahead and secure the best 
teacher he could and that he would see to the 
Salary. 

In addition the fund will furnish three 
medals annually hereafter. <A silver Peabody 
medal for general excellence in the norma! 
department, which is considered as a 
great prize, and is given to but 
few scholars, and two bronze med- 
als, for first, second and _ third 
degrees of excellence among the pupils of the 
graduating class. 

These new features will doubtless be of great 
advantage to the. institution, and President 
Chappell has every reason to be most highly 
satisfied with the result of his visit.

| THE MANOSOME NEW LECTURE HALL, 


It Will Be Opened with a Concert in the 


First Week of December. 

The new lecture hall at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is a model of beauty and 
neatness. 

It is splendidly adapted for the lecture and 
concert, and, when furnished, will be the 
handsomest room of the kind in the state. 

The cabinet work is now finished, end the 
ventilators, lighting and heating fixtures are 
being adjusted. 

This hall measures 41x05 feet, with a height 
of 50 feet, and has a gallery running entirely 
around the room. On the gallery are four 
tiers, each commanding an equal view of the 
stage. The floor of the hall also bas a gentle 
slope toward the stage. 

he stage is 14x41, feet, has a slope of about 
six inches, and will seat 100 people. This is 
estimated amply large for the biggest concerts, 

Yellow Georgia pine has been used entirely 
in the cabinet work. The stage front is made 
of this wood, which is coated with varnish. 
The stage front is built square, and has rather 
a massive look for the size of the room, yet it 
does not strike the observer as the least out of 
proportion, At the upper corners of the stage 
front there are two little niches or alcoves, in 
the wall which wil! be adorned with busts of 
two celebrated musicians. 

Maroon-colored opera chairs of the latest 
pattern, with hatand umbrella attachments, 
will shortly be put in both the hall and gailery. 
It will take about eight hundred of these 

chairs to furnish the hall, 

Then several] arches have been cut in the wall 
behind the gallery se that another 100 auditors 
may be accommodated in the lobby at both 
lectures and concerts. 

There is a box with seating for five at each 
side of the stage. These will be gracefully 
curtained. ® 

Three large windows on the northeast side 
of the building, both above and below the 
gallery, and a group of three smaller windows 
at each end of the stage afford an abundance 
of light. 

In addition, a handsome opal and brass 
chandelier, six feet in diameter, is now ready 
for adjustmenutin the center of the ceiling, 
and this will have both gas and electric light 
fixtures. 

A number of steam heaters are now being 
adjusted, These operate both by direct and in- 
direct vibration, thereby heating in winter and 
ventilating insummer. The ventilator proper 
is a large 12x12 box in the center of the ceiling, 
which does its work about forty feet above the 
heads of the audience, consequently obviates 
all danger from draughts. 

It is thought that this hall will be com- 
pleted by the close of the month, and arrange- 
ments are going forward to open it witha de: 
lightful entertainment the frst week in 
December.

A short time before that the slaveship 
Wanderer, with several hundred Africans, 
had landed at Jekyl island,and the negroes 
bad been taken off and sold as slaves. It was 
with a part of the proceeds of the sale of 
Afncans that Farnham was living a fast life 
in New York. 

It was during Mr. Buchanan’s administra- 
tion, and Judge Jeremiah Black was attorney 
general. Hesenta government detective to 
the Georgia coast to find who were the officers 
of the slaveship, and a clue pointing to 
Famham was soon discovered. Follow- 
ing that the detective went to 
New York and became acquainted with 
Commodore Moore, who was Farnham’s inti- 
mate friend. The detective was very skillful, 
and succeeded in gaining the confidence of his 
new acquaintance. Finally Moore told him of 
Farnham’s narrative of his voyage from 
Africa to the Georgia coast, and told how 

‘ much was realized from the sale of the slaves. 

With this information coming through one 
of its most trusted agents, Mr. Buch- 
anan’s administration resolved to  ex- 
haust every resource of the department 
of justice in bringing Farnham to trial. The 
prominence and popularity of the man, to- 
gether with the intense feeling on the slavery 
question, made the case a difficult one. 

Major Joseph Ganahl was United States 
district attorney for the southern district of 
Georgia, and Attorney General Black em- 
ployed General Henry R. Jackson to assist the 
district attorney in the prosecution. 

Judge Black ordered Farnham’s arrest in 
New York and sent the warrant to Reineders, 
the United States marshal there. Reineders 
answered that Farnham could not be arrested. 
Judge Black had information to the effect that 
Farnham was at the time in intimate associa- 
tion with the United States marsha]. General 
Jackson was asked if ha would undertake to 

make the arrest. 

“T will,” said he, “if you will give me the 
man I want.” 

“Take any man in the service,” said Judge 
Black, and the detective who worked up thé 


B. case was called in and accompanied General 


Jackson to New York. 

They found Farnham armin arm with the 
United States marshal, going into a saloon. 
Before the drink was ever, Fa was 
made a prisoner and hurried ont. An 
attempt was made to release him ona habeas 
corpus, but he was hurried out of the city 
before the writ could be served. The news 
was telegraphed to Washington, and was 
heard by a secret organization, of which Farn- 
ham was a prominent member. The body 
met and went to the depot’ with 
the intention of rescuing him, but 
Generai Jackson ~ heard of it and 
changed his route so as to avoid trouble. Very 
soon afterward he reached Savannah and 
lodged the prisoner in jail. 

In Savannah there was intense feeling 
against the prosecution and the direct objects 
of resentment were General Jackson and 
Major Ganahl. 

When the case came to trial the excite- 
ment was at fever heat and_ the 
courthouse was packed. Captain Harry 
Jackson, then a sehoo) boy, fearing the assas- 
Bination of his father, got away from his 
classes, and putting a pistol in his pocket, 
slipped into the courthouse and took a seat 
behind the prisoner. 

The main witness for the govarnment was 
Commodore Moore. He had been taken in 
New York and brought, much against his 
will, to Savannah. He was not 
the man to desert a friend, but 
having been forced to testify, he told the truth. 
On examination he gave the whoie story of the 
Wanderer, as it had been told him by Farn- 
ham, and a clear case of piracy was made out. 

Of course the testimony caused a great sen- 
Bation, and Moore, unwilling witness as he 
Was, became the object of the  bit- 
terest denunciation. As he reached 
the courthouse door he was confronted 
by Mr. C. L. Lamar, who said to him: 

“Commodore Moore, Mr. Farnham says the 
Whole of your testimony is one-G—d d—d lie, 
and I endorse the statement.’’ 

It was like a bomb in a powder magazine. 
A crowd of excited men stood about, furiously 
mad with Moore. ‘*We endorse it, too!”’ said 
Several in a breath.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, November 9.—The stock market today 
was more active than usual of late, and at the same 
time remained weak from the opening to the close, no 
rally of importance resulting even when the selling 
pressure was removed temporarily. The active list, 
therefore, is materially lowerthan at the close-on 
Saturday, though the efforts of the bears having been 
confined to a few stocks, the important losses are all 
among those shares. The markct in general was in- 
fluenced by the foreign situation today more than by 
domestic affairs, and the bears made the greatest use 
of the disturbance in Berlin to depress prices. Wall 
street was alive with alarming rumors, none of which 
had any real foundation. Notwithstanding the large 
sales of securities from the other side, sterling ex- 
change has declined and large shipments of gold are 

still made to America. Thisisthe result of our im- 
mense exports of wheat, which are large enough to 
pay for all American securities Europe can send and 
still leave a large balance in our favor. The selling of 
foreigners, however, was not so marked today, and 
the greut bulk of the offerings was for short account. 
Special attention was pu id to Coal stocks, which 
scored the heav iest losses of the day. Vanderbilts 
came infor atarge share of the pounding, and all 
yielded readily in the absence of any apparent sup- 

ort: but Northern Pacific preferred, Louisville and 
Nashville, Northwestern, Erie and some specialties 
were prominent for weakness throughout the day.

NEW YORK, November 9.—[Special.]—The Liverpool 
market this morning was 3 points higher than on Sat- 
urday. Before our market opened it was rumored 
that a portion of this advance had been lost and this 
rumor, combined with receipts of 15,000 bales at Gal- 
veston, resulted in a loss of a portion of Saturday’s 
advance here immediately after the opening. To the 
great surprise of every one the Liverpool masket 
closed strong at 5-64d gain on the day. Such an exhi- 
bition of strength in the face ef the big movement 
startied the shorts into covering, and the market rap- 
idly improved some 10@11 points, January selling at 
noon as high as 8.28. By 2 o’clock, however, a reaction 
of 5 points had been established upon telegrams from 
New Orleans estimating receipts there tomorrow at 
52,000 bales, and advising a probable cohtinuance of 
the heavy movement in consequence of general rain 
throughout the Mississippi valley and the early re- 
sumption of river navigation, interrupted hitherto by 
the drought and low water. The government report, 
to be issued at noon tomorrow, is awaited by the bears 
with interest, and has served to prevent any renewal of 
their aggressiveness. Last year the report estimated 
the yield of lint cotton at 18? pounds per acre. The 
actual production was 207 pounds peracre. Should 
the production tomorrow be estimated below 180 pounds 
per acre the market will probably advance. After 2 
o’clook the market continued easy, losing 3@4 points 
more and finally closing steady 8 points below the 
highest and about $ points below Saturday. Selling in 
consequence of the yery heavy receipts expected to- 
morrow is the only apparent cause of the decline, 
The weather in the southwest is generally “rainy, and 
the effect in making river navigation possible will be 
about offset by the fact that bad roads will probably 
make hauling of cotton di ficult.
